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Annexation Hearing Verdi 
Deferred By LAB 


Tense anticipation prevailed Thursday morning at the Community Hall when three 
‘members of the Provincial Local Authorities Board opened proceedings on a hearing 
involving the annexation of 485 acres to the Town of St, Albert. 

The hearing, which lasted almost nine hours, was conducted much like a friendly 
trial, On the one side were three members of the St, Albert Community Planning Commit- 
tee, the petitioners, and on the other side were members representing the Town of St. 
Albert and two representing BACM Developments Limited, the latter parties could, in 
this issue, be called the defendents, 

The public hearing was deemed expedient by the Local Authorities Board in view of a 
submission filed by the St, Albert Community Planning Committee, involving a member- 
ship of about 40 people. In this group’s submission a sufficient number of questions were 
raised whereby the Local Authorities Board decided to conduct a hearing before giving 
the Town of St. Albert the ‘green light’ with annexation proceedings of the land owned

The meeting was called 
to order by Reeve Walter 
Van de Walle, He explained 
to. the meeting that it was 
the MD’s intention to hear 
opinions from _ its rate- 
payers on the issue of the 
Hanson Annexation Plan, He 
then introduced six mem- 
bers of the board plus the 
chairman of the Sturgeon 
School Division, 

Guest speaker was Dan 
Makale, Sturgeon Planning 
Consultant who spoke for 
about 20-minutes on the 


most important aspects of 
the Hanson Report, Hesum- 
med up his talk by saying, 
“The Hanson Report is com- 
posed of 250 pages, 125 


pages of graphs and colum- 
nar data plus about 125 pages 
of dubious material,’’ 

After the chairman of the 
board explained the adverse 
effects annexation would 
have on the Sturgeon School 
Division, the meeting was 
opened to the ratepayers 
for questioning, 

For about one hour rate- 
payers asked questions and 
received answers, then a 
motion was proposed: ‘That 
the reeve and council, our 
representative with the Ed- 
monton Regional Planning 
Commission oppose the 
Hanson Report as far as the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon is concerned, until Ed- 
monton can show goodcause 
to go ahead with annexa- 
tion,’’ 

An overwhelming major- 
ity voted in favor of the 
motion,

Dan O’Conell Named Town Chief 
Administrator 


The position of Town chief 
administrator was app- 
roved, naming the present 
secretary-treasurer, D, O’- 
Connell to that position, A 
related bylaw was also given 
approval whereby the chief 
administrator was given the 
authority to appoint a sec- 
retary-treasurer, Both by- 
laws 14/72 and 15/72 re- 
ceived third and final read- 
ing, on a vote of 4-3 with 
Councillors  deBruijn, 
Throndson and Lukay opp- 
osed, 

Council sent back to staff 
Bylaw 17/72 amending By- 
law 10/63 dealing with no- 
parking zones. on Ball 
Avenue, The proposed bylaw 
dealt simply with parking 
problems on one portion of 
the avenue while council in- 
tended to have its bylaw 
read, ‘‘no parking on both 
Sides of Ball Avenue,’’ 

Regarding an application 
to rezone Lot 9 re: Hotel 
Parking was turned down, 
Cr, Bakker said, ‘I’m opp- 


osed to. this proposed re- 
zoning bylaw because it’s 
nothing short of bad plan- 
ning.’’ Council agreed that 
the applicant shall be ad- 
vised, 

Minor items dealt with at 
Monday’s meeting: A re- 
quest for a grant by CNIB 
was denied, The suggested 
grant was based on the for- 
mula of $25 per $1 million 
assessment, 

Two areas of concern will 
be submitted for clarifica- 
tion by council, One deals 
with the town’s position on 
radio towers within town 
limits and the other with 
regulations re; snow veh- 
icles and motor boats on 
the river, Once these points 
have been clarified, a sub- 
mission will be made to the 
Canadian Federation of 
Mayors and Municipalities, 

Another letter from the 
Chamber of Commerce re- 
garding a directional sign 
for Grandin Shoppers Park 
was read and briefly stud- 
ied. Council then approved 
a motion to have the issue 
referred to a future meeting, 

Under new business Coun- 
cillor Kambouroff asked for 
a report on the flooding 
Situation at St, Albert Up- 
holstery, ‘‘where’ there 
seems to be an annual pro- 
blem,’’ 

Councillor deBruijn in- 
quired about the deep de- 
pression on St, Anne Street, 
Town engineer J, Maandag 
explained that the problem 
was caused by a water main 
break this winter and des- 
pite efforts to fill the de- 
pression, efforts so far have 
been less than satisfactory 
because of the frost factor. 

Councillor Bakker regis- 
tered personal confusion 
with the many different kinds 
of council meetings, He enu- 
merated several, including:

Rezoning Bid 


The first item of business 
dealt with Monday evening 
at council’s regular meeting 
was rezoning bylaw 7/72 
dealing with Lot 40, Block 
1105MC tocommercial from 
residential, Two letters of 
protest were recorded and 
a recommendation by J. X. 
Woodroffe was entertained. 

Letters from Mrs, Rene 
Morrissette and Mr, and 
Mrs, D. J. Kirk registered 
strong opposition to this 
proposed bylaw on the 
grounds that the said area 
is residential, should be kept 
as such and not opened for 
commercial use, Town plan- 
ner J. X. Woodroffe, who is 
presently away on holiday, 
recorded his recommenda- 
tion by letter. In part Mr. 
Woodroffe’s letter submits 
that rezoning at this time 
should not be finalized, sub- 
ject to further negotiations 
with St, Albert Development 
Ltd, the applicants for re- 
zoning, Council concurred 
with the recommendation, 


mentioned that better traffic 
regulations be urged upon 
the participants because 
last year’s Bike-a-thon in- 
troduced real traffic dan- 
gers while the race was on, 

A third hearing was held, 
this one dealing with Bylaw 
9/72, an amendment to a 
rezoning bylaw dealing with 
an application to allow a 
dispensary in a medical 
clinic located on a proposed 
site which is zoned institu- 
tional, ; 

Councillor J. deBruijnex- 
pressed his opinion that a 
dispensary should be con- 
sidered because of the costs 
of patient treatment in hos- 
pital emergency facilities 
against treatment in such 
a clinic.

Fish markets- monastries-paintings -old monuments and new nightclubs 
form pleasing mosaic for tourists

On March 12 we had a 
full day tour of Fatima, 88 
miles out of Lisbon - a 
lovely drive, Fatima is set 
in very rugged almost wild 
mountainous area, To me 
its quite unspoiled, the bas- 
ilica and shrine are well 
separated from the hotels 
ali shops, On our way back 
we stopped at the original 
Knight Templar’s Mona- 
stery - very old and won- 
derfully preserved, We also 
stopped at an Estate House 
the home of a wealthy Por- 
tuguese family - Alvos « now 
preserved as a Museum, 
The china, paintings, tapes- 
tries and a most exquisite 
collection of fans - made a 
very interesting stop. 

Monday a.m, we went to 
the Fish Market and watched 
the women bargain with the 
fishermen - collect their 
catch = clean them on the 
dock = (it looked so cold, 
as they plunged their arms 
into tubs of ice cold water), 
They put the cleaned fish 
into large flat baskets - 
placed these on their heads 
and RUN through the streets 
selling them, They tell us 
the young women are not 
learning the trade, I can 
understand why, 


We then went on to the 
“Alfanio’, this is a very 
old section of the city - the 
streets are very narrow, 
only three - four feet wide 
and all cobblestoned, There 
are public wash-houses 
where the ladies gather and 
do their wash by hand in 
large tubs = the water is 
free, They visit and argue 
and have a fine day for 
themselves, There are tiny 
little shops, some display- 
ing dried fish, little bars 
and residences all side by 
side, The wash hangs from 
the windows on all types of 
lines, Street vendors occupy 
the corners, women wander 
by with jugs of water or 
baskets of food on their 
heads, They call it the most 
“tipico’’ district of Lis- 
bon, 

We went to two very fine 
restaurants one called 
“Tavarres’’ built inthe 18th 
century supposed to be a 
miniature Versailles, a sa- 
lon of mirrors, panels of 
white and gold and enor- 
mous chandeliers, There 
are waiters galore -the food 
is good, fish dishes espe- 
cially, but the beef is not 
really to our fancy, 

The other restaurant is 
very different - is called

Tuesday afternoon we 
found ataxi driver who spoke 
good English and had him 
drive us out to Sintra, the 
little town made famous by 
Lord Byron = in fact we 
saw the house he lived in, 
Narrow streets wind up and 
down the hillsides. There 
were many trees in bloom 
camelias, mimosa and wes- 


taria - all indifferent shades, 


Twenty five hundred feet 
above the town is a palace 
built in the early 1800’s 
for the royal family, which 
now serves as a museum, 
The road up is very narr- 
ow and winding but well 
built. The view from the 
castle is breathtaking with 
the remains of a Moorish 
Castle in the distance and 
rugged hills with little sett- 
lements tucked here and 
there among the trees, 

On our return trip we saw 
Estoril by daylight - the 
beaches are lovely - also 
the fishing village of Cas- 
cais - which at one time 
was a real fishing village 
but now is really just another 
resort with nothing very 
different - again the coast- 
line is very lovely. 

We left Lisbon March 15 
a one hour flight as I said 
brought us to Madrid, 

The countryside is very 
different around Madrid, its 
not so hilly here and as far 
as we have seen does not

have the vegetation, Of 
course the spring is not so 
advanced and there are few 
shrubs in blossoms andonly 
daffodils and tulips bloom- 
ing. 

This is the largest city 
in Spain, a very busy one, 
but most of the streets are 
very wide, 

There are many statues 
and monuments ~~ two that 
particularly took our notice 
was one Christopher Colume 
bus and one to Don Quix- 
ote, The university grounds 
are attractive, fine build- 
ings and well kept grounds, 
The enrollment is 50,000 
with many foreign students, 
Old Madrid has narrow 
streets which fan out from 
a square, again small shops 
and many bars and restaur- 
ants, 

Last night we went to 
watch the Flamenco Danc- 
ers - they were excellent, 
Such colorful costumes too 
the leader (there were seven 
in the group) is rated as 
the best in Spain, 

Today (March 17) we took 
a tour -to Toledo - 40 miles 
out - this was the original 
capital of Spain and is now 
a national monument and 
allows no building within 
the area of the old city. 

The road _ out is very 
straight - countryside for 
first 35 - 38 miles - you 
suddenly dip down into the 
valley and there is this wal- 
led city with many buildings 
dating back to the 14th and 
15th centuries. The streets 
are narrow and cobbled and 
from the bus depot you tour 
is on foot, You visit first 
a museum which was orige 
inally a synagogue and has 
retained one wall in Jewish 


traditional sculputre - the 
rest of the museum shows 
the Christian trend, We then 
went to the house of El 
Greco where we saw many 
of his original paintings and 
learned their interesting 
history. The Church of Saint 
Tome is simple but for the 
very splendid original of El 
Greco’s ‘‘The Burial of the 
Count of Orgaz’’ - four hun- 
dred years old and coloring 
as vivid as I’m sure it was 
when painted, You just stand

After Mr. Morris of the 
Local Authorities Board 
read part of the Act dealing 
with public hearings, chair- 
man Colin MacGregor called 
upon Mayor Gibbon and Sec= 
retary Treasurer O’Connell 
to present the town’s case, 

Mayor Gibbon started his 
submission by referring to 
a resolution of the town to 
the LAB dated October 14, 
1971 requesting annexation 
to the town of 485 acres of 
land located north-west of 
the present boundaries, 
“The owners. of these 
lands,’’ said Mayor Gibbon, 
*theing BACM Developments 
Limited have consented to 
the proposed annexation,’’ 


URGENTLY NEEDED LAND 


The mayor went on to exe 
plain that the annexation of 
these lands is urgently re- 
quired so that a sufficient 
number of residential lots 
can be serviced and mar- 
keted this year to satisfy 
the town’s growth require- 
ments, ‘‘Accordingly,’’ said 
Mayor Gibbon, ‘‘the town 
respectfully requests that 
an annexation order be iss- 
ued and that it be made 
retro-active to January 1, 
1972,” 

While reviewing develop- 
ment policies of the town, 
the mayor explained that 
studies, conducted during 
recent years have led to the 
establishment and imple- 
mentation of development 
policies which assure the 
financial stability of the town 
and will facilitate the or- 
derly growth of residential 
neighborhoods to avery high 
standard, He went on to exe 
plain the town’s develop- 
ment policy in relation to 
local improvement costs, 
Mayor Gibbon revealed that, 
“it is a prime requirement 
that the developer bears the 
cost of the installation of all 
local improvements and 
other works, including, 
where applicable, the cost 
of certain off-site installa- 
tion,’’ The mayor pointed out 
that this proviso in the 
development agreement is a 
safeguard against imposing 
an extra financial burden on 
the general taxpayer if water 
and sewer systems have to 
be expanded, ‘‘Current rates 
for these off-site cost con- 
tributions by the developer 
are $500 per single dwell- 
ing with rates applicable to 
all other development at a 
proportionate ratio cost,’’ 
said the mayor. 


BONDING POLICIES 


Mayor Gibbon then cove 
ered the policies regarding 
the bonding of developers, 
and the establishment of 


minimum as. ments on 
single fam \vellings, 
semi-detached and apart- 
ments as well as a policy 
dealing with the supr'y of 
serviced lots, ‘‘All these 
regulations have been de= 
signed to ensure an orderly 
expansion of the town on a 
sound financial basis,’’ he 
said. 

Secretary-Treasurer D, 
O’Connell, submitted to the 
hearing the financial history 
of the town dating back to 
1962 when the Local Author- 
ities Board took over the 
financial control of St, Al- 
bert, “because of excess- 
ive accumulated liabilit- 
ies,’”’ “The LAB order of 
control was discharged in 
1969,’ Mr. O’Connell re= 
minded the hearing, ‘‘and 
under the town’s policies as 
explained by Mayor Gibbon, 
it is submitted that the fin- 
ancial situation of the town 
will continue to improve with 
the rigid controls that are 
now in effect.’’ Mr, O’Con-= 
nell concluded his submiss- 
ion by pointing out that, 
“with the controls outlined 
previously, the town will 
never suffer a recurrence 
of the financial problems 
encountered in and before 
1962,’’ 

Next to take the stand to 
deliver his submission was 
J. X. Woodroffe of the Ed- 
monton Regional Planning 
Commission, 

Supported by an array of 
development maps, Mr, 
Woodroffe showed, step by 
step the effect the proposed 
annexation of the BACM pro= 
perty would have on St, 
Albert over the years, He 
dealt in detail with projected 
population figures, utility 
service requirements and 
transportation facilities, 


PLAN APPROVED 


Mr. Woodroffe explained 
that St. Albert had ageneral 
plan approved for its pro- 
jected growth as far back as 
1957. “‘The general plan,’’ 
he said, ‘was prepared by 
the Edmontor Regional 
Planning Commission and 
approved by the town.’ He 
wert on to say that these 
plans, with minor modifica- 
tions have been confirmed 
by subsequent town counc- 
ils, ‘fas a basis for planning 
control in order that an or- 
derly growth may be realize 
ed,’’ This plan of growthfor 
St. Albert he said was based 
on an estimated 35,000 popu- 
lation by 1981. This projec- 
tion was undertaken as part 
of the Edmonton Metropoli- 
tan Transportation Study 
(METS) in 1961, “These fig- 
ures had to be reviewed,’ 
he explained, ‘“‘when it was 
decided that Alberta’s fourth 
university would be located 
adjacent to the town’s devel- 
opment area,”’ 

“In view of the possibile 
ity of a fourth university

being built nearby,”’ he said, 
“we have revised our pro= 
jected population figures to 
46,000 by 1981 while con- 
sidering the many variables 
which exist,’’ He explained 
however, that the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion will continue to eval- 
uate and study the variables 
which might alter population 
figures and will make the 
necessary adjustments as 
required, 

While disclosing data on 
availability of lots in St 
Albert, Mr. Woodroffe re- 
vealed that housing starts 
in 1971 totalled 674 while 
so far in 1972 there have 
already been 127, From 
another map, Mr. Woodroffe 
showed that the town is pre- 
sently developing in four 
areas and a land inventory 
made of both, serviced and 
unserviced vacant lots in 
Mission Park, Braeside, 
Forest Lawn and Grandin 
Park indicate that there will 
be about 978 lots brought 
onto the market this year. 


**AVOID MONOPOLY”’ 


“Tt is a fair assumption,’’ 
said Mr. Woodroffe, ‘‘that 
the available serviced lots 
(379) will be taken up this 
year.’’ He continued to exe 
plain that due to the unfor- 
tunate inbalance of lots 
availabe in the four devel- 
oping neighborhoods, ‘‘it 
would be desirable if there 
were about 250 vacant ser- 
viced lots in each of the 
four areas,’’ He then went 
on to explain his findings 
that, ‘‘the proposed °nnex- 
ation area forms the balance 
of lot distribution of the 
neighborhood of Lacombe 
Park,’’ The planning of the 
area is nearing completion 
and with it being finalized, 
the servicing can be imme- 
diately commenced in order 
that development may be 
started this fall, 

He concluded by recom= 
mending that the proposed 
area be annexed to avoid a 
halt in development and thus 
force the town to expand in 
a northeasterly direction 
where the land is controlled 
by one major developer and 
will result in a “monopoly 
market,” 

The next submission 
heard was presented by R, 
Kruger, consulting engineer 
of the firm of Stanley Assoe 
ciates Engineering Limited, 
Mr. Kruger told the hear- 
ing that Stanley Associates 
had been retained to con- 
duct a feasability study for 
the Town of St, Albert with 
regard to water services, 
sewage disposal require- 
ments and to make alter- 
nate proposals to accom= 
plish these requirements, 
He explained that his firm 
had completed the required 
study and had prepared

PLANS APPROVED 


For example, Mr. Kruger 
explained that the town has 
already recommended plans 
for a sewage treatment plant 
facility at the North Sask- 
atchewan River which will 
be built and expanded in 
stages to serve the town’s 
needs for at least the next 
30 years, ‘‘Regarding water 
services,’’ reported Mr. 
Kruger, ‘‘preliminary plans 
have already been approved 
and a contract will be awar= 
ded soon for improvements 
to the existing booster sta- 
tion,’’ He continued to re- 
veal that plans for a two 
million gallon reservoir 
have been authorized, the 
plans are completed and ten- 
ders will be called some- 
time this month, 

Additional plans were re- 
vealed by Mr. Kruger, these 
included a pumping station 
which will provide extra 
water storage to take care 
of peak water consumption 
periods plus adequate fire 
storage for at least the next 
two years. Mr. Kruger then 
disclosed a $8.7 million 
sewage system which will 
be developed in stages and 
should be operative in 1973, 

“‘Athough existing lagoons 
are at capacity,’’ said Mr. 
Kruger, “‘the town has been 
granted permission to in- 
stall an extra fall, into the 
Sturgeon River at no extra 
cost,’’ This temporary mea- 
sure will allow the town to 
ease the volume on exist- 
ing lagoons for this year, 

N. F. Bothwell, on be- 
half of BACM Developments 
Limited stated his firm pur- 
chased 476 acres of the 485 
proposed for annexation, 
back in 1969, ‘‘The assem= 
bly of these lands,” said 
Mr, Bothwell, ‘‘was for the 
purpose of a long-term 
residential development 
program, known as Lacombe 
Park subdivision, in the St, 
Albert area, 


SOUND PLANNING 


“The confidence in St, 
Albert for such aprogram,”’’ 
explained Mr, Bothwell, 
“stems from the fact that 
this community offers an 
excellent alternative envire 
onment to that offered by

cluded 15 pages of text and 
six detailed diagrams, des- 
cribing this reputable devel- 
opment firm’s plans, expen-

A submission which took 
LAB Chairman MacGregor 
off-guard came from Cham~ 
ber of Commerce President 
Gerry Belke, In his written 
submission on behalf of the 
St. Albert Chamber of Com- 
merce, he expressed the 
support of the members to 
the proposed annexation and 


reprimended the Commune . 


ity Planning Committee, The 
Chamber’s letter summed 
up its submission this way: 
“The Chamber of Commerce 
welcomes the thoughts and 
ideas of the St, Albert Com- 
munity Planning Committee, 
The town needs interested 
citizens, We would, however 
point out to the committee 
that hand in hand with our 
democratic right to object, 
goes the democratic respon- 
sibility to diligently seek 
answers before taking a 
course of action, Failure to 
do this negates the use of 
our system of government, ”’ 

Mr. MacGregor did regis- 
ter displeasure with the sub- 
mission because, in his op- 
inion, ‘‘the Chamber’s posi- 
tion is quite critical and un- 
necessarily hostile.’’ He 
nevertheless thanked Mr, 
Belke for registering the 
Chamber’s standonthe mate 
ter of annexation and asked 
all persons present to accept 
the submission, ‘‘in the 
same spirit as it was de- 
livered,’’ 

“After Mr. Brownlee brief~ 
ly summed up the position of 
the parties in favor of annex- 
ation, LAB Chairman Colin 
MacGregor called upon 
Barry Breadner, president 
of the St, Albert Community 
Plarining Committee to pre-

ample opportunity to read 
through it, As an alterna- 
tive, he obtained permiss- 
ion to direct questions at 
the town officials, their ex- 
perts and at the represen- 
tative of BACM, When all 
agreed, Mr. Breadner be= 
gan his questioning while 
showing graphs and statis- 
tics which he felt required 
in-depth qualification, 

His main concern cent- 
ered around the economic 
feasibility of annexing such 
a vast area in relation to 
cost of services and hous- 
ing starts, Another area of 
concern was the ability of 
the town to modify and im- 
prove its water, sewage 
plants as well as provide 
roadways for the increased 
population, Mr, Breadner 
said, ‘We, of the committee 
cannot see how the town can 
cope with these giant and 
expensive programs when 
they haven’t even got anuis- 
ance ground for the present 
town’s garbage,”’ 

Although every question 
was answered, all three re- 
presentatives of St. Albert 
Community Planning Com- 
mittee remained unconvin- 
ced because of the ‘lottery 
factor.’ Barry Breadner, 
Richard Plain and Richard 
Thoreburn admitted that ane 
swers were given, statis- 
tics were read “‘but the big 
lottery factor was not an- 
swered and only time will 
tell,”’ 

In closing the hearing, 
Mr. MacGregor complimene 
ted all parties, “for excell- 
ent presentations, for the 
civil and even courteous 
atmosphere which prevailed 
at this hearing,’’ He added 
that his department will 


issue its findings in due 
course.

The content of a day care 
program assumes a special 
responsibility, During the 
long hours away from home, 
the program provides for 
many of the needs which a 
child’s mother would nor- 
mally meet, It seeks topro- 
vide the child with exper- 
iences which will satisfy 
him socially, emotionally, 
physically, and intellectual- 
ly at his stage of develop- 
ment, and ultimately pre- 
pare him for the more 
formal program in school, 

Mrs, Muriel Martin, 
assistant superintendent of

Passport Office ready for 


new travel season 


This year an estimated 
460,000 Canadians will seek 
passports for travel abroad, 

It should be a painless 
procedure but the Canadian 
Passport office warns that, 
based on past experience, 
some 150,000 of these tra- 
vellers could experience de=- 
lays in getting their passport 
because of errors in their 
application, They will for- 
get to sign the form or to 
enclose the $10 fee, or make 
other mistakes. 

The Passport Office in 
Edmonton will accept app- 
lications presented in per- 
son (not mailed) and will 
normally process them 
within a few days, Errors 
can be detected ‘‘on the 
spot’’ and remedial action 
taken very quickly. 

For travellers not close 
to regional offices, passport 
applications should be maile- 
ed to the Passport Office, 
Ottawa, in the envelope pro- 
vided with the application, 
Application forms can be 
obtained at any post office, 
travel agency, airline or 
steamship office, and at 
least 30 days should be all- 
owed for the return of the 
passport, 

While the passport app- 
lication procedure has been 
made as simple as posse 
ible, the Passport Office 
points out that the regula- 
tions require the applicant 
to provide proof of citizen- 
ship (birth certificate, etc) 
pictures, a guarantor, plus 
other necessary documents, 
This may take more time

In the last article it was 
pointed out by Mr, Arnim 
Zimmer that in reforesta- 
tion projects it is important 
that density rate be more 
closely related to favourable 
growing conditions, 

At the same time the for- 
est environment should be 
protected during harvesting 
from unnecessary destruc- 
tion, and all accidental des- 
truction that is necessitated 
by temporary access roads, 
etc, should be fully repaired 
after harvesting is com- 
plete, 

Selective-cutting might be 
the answer for full protec- 
tion of the forest environ- 
ment, but since invention of 
machinery replacing work- 
ers, there appear to be 
economic reasons why it 
cannot be done, However, 
even in fully mature stands 
it is possible to cut only 
every second tree and cut 
the remaining trees some 
10. years later, after nature 
has replanted the empty 
spots, 

Soil disturbing machinery 
and the practise of destroy- 
ing all plant-life and tear- 
ing out of soil-reinforcing 
rootwork should be stopped 
immediately and _ should 
never have been considered 
for terrain sloping more 
than eight per cent, 

Water courses should be 
protected from clear-cut 
harvesting operations along 
their shores, for a distance 
from shore equal to 30 times 
the width between the high 
water marks of the water 
courses, 

Clear-cutting operations, 
if at all used should be ree 
duced to strip cutting opera- 
tions, Strips cut should not 

be wider than 200 feet, and 
should not be longer than 
300 feet, and the 200 foot 
dimension should be parall- 
el to the direction of the 
prevailing wind, In this way 
the opening in the forest 
could be small enough to 
prevent development of the 
full wind force against the 
side of the remaining stands 
Strip-cutting methods 
should be carefully designed 
in a checker-board fashion, 
and planned to prevent poss- 
ible development of wind 
damage, The method is exe 


tensively used in Europe, 
and any precautionary ad- 
vice is likely available from 
most European forestry 
textbooks, Strip-cutting 
should be at least tried as 
an alternate to present clear 
cutting, since it would still 
permit moderate use of 
economic techniques by op- 
erators, and is lessdestruc- 
tive to environment than the 
present methods, With strip 
cutting, slash should be hand 
piled into shaded areas along 
the edge of remaining stands 
to accelerate natural de- 
composition, The soil should 
not be disturbed, The re- 
maining stands would help 
to restore forest growth by 
protecting the ground mois- 
ture, by providing shade and 
wind shelter and by reseed- 
ing. Natural reseeding 
should be checked, and any 
areas which fail to recover 
naturally should be replan- 
ted without any major soil 
disturbance prior to re= 
planting, 

Slash may still be a pro- 
blem in the strip-cutting 
areas, especially in high 
altitude or dry areas, But 
it appears that slash left 
by present operations in- 
cludes about 10 per cent to 
20 per cent usable pulp wood 
which should be picked out 
by the operators, In all like- 
lihood then, the slash could 
be reduced by that amount, 
Slash piles in dry areas 
which fail, or are expected 
to fail, to succumb to rapid 
natural decomposition could 
possibly be shredded into 
mulch, Machinery for such 
shredding is available on 
the market, and in extreme 
problem areas could possi- 
bly provide an alternative

solution for disposal, 

If strip-cutting methods 
should prove to cause un- 
foreseen problems the only 
alternative left is a return 
to selective cutting, which 
has proven itself for cen- 
turies as not harming the 
forest environment. 

There appears to be much 
room for improvement in 
existing harvesting regula~ 
tions, and enough reasons to 
abandon the present clear- 
cut harvesting technic, At 
the same time, the public 
should be able to more easily 
assess any environmental 
damage caused by harvest- 
ing methods, and failure or 
success of subsequent re- 
forestation, Each plot cut 
by an operator should imme-
